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DETAILED ACTION 

The Present Office action is in response to the Applicant's Appeal Brief filed 
05/03/2010. 

Applicant's request for reconsideration of the finality of the rejection of the last 
Office action is persuasive and, therefore, the finality of that action is withdrawn. 

Claims Allowed 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

A method of producing low temperature coke, in which granular coal is heated to 
a temperature of 700 to 1050°C in a fluidized bed reactor by an oxygen-containing gas, 
comprising the steps as claimed in claim 1 , wherein the gas velocities of the first gas or 
gas mixture and the fluidizing gas to the stationary annular fluidized bed is adjusted 
such that the Particle-Froude-Number is a) in the at least one gas supply tube between 
1 and 100, b) in the stationary annular fluidized bed between 0.02 and 2, and c) in the 
mixing chamber between 0.3 and 30, is not taught or fairly suggested in the prior art.
